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Kasteel (Castle) Duivenvoorde can be found in the town of Voorschoten near Wassenaar. It was first 
mentioned in 1226, making it one of the older castles in Zuid-Holland. For the first five centuries of 
its history, the castle was owned by the family Van Duivenvoorde, hence the name. More details on 
this castle and the towns of Voorschoten & Wassenaar can be found on pages 20 & 21.

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Pas op voor het AOW- gat. 


Sommigen weten het al, maar voor anderen is 
het een onaangename verrassing. Voor elk 
jaar in het buitenland krijg je straks 2% 
minder AOW. Volgens de SVB (Sociale 
verzekeringsbank) hebben in 2025 zo'n 
600.000 mensen een AOW-gat. Bijverzekeren 
is niet goedkoop. 

De Sociale Verzekeringsbank heeft becijferd dat in 2025 ongeveer 600.000 mensen een AOW-gat 
hebben. Een AOW-gat loop je op wanneer je langer dan een jaar in een land buiten Nederland 
woont of werkt. Per jaar word je met 2 procent gekort op je toekomstige ouderdomspensioen. Dat 
kan een probleem vormen voor diegenen die lange tijd in het buitenland hebben vertoefd. 

Om een volledige AOW te krijgen, moeten mensen tussen hun 15e en 65e in Nederland hebben 
gewoond. Is dit niet zo, dan is er sprake van een AOW-gat. Dan zal niet het volledige bedrag worden 
uitbetaald. 


AOW-gat 

“Wanneer mensen een paar jaar in het buitenland doorbrengen, hebben ze na hun 65e een gat in hun 
AOW”, zegt Monique Bijen van de Sociale Verzekeringsbank (SVB) . Voor de AOW word je per jaar 
met 2 procent gekort op je toekomstige ouderdomspensioen. Ga je binnen de EU of de EEG wonen, dan 
bouw je ouderdomspensioen op volgens de sociale wetgeving van dat land. 

Op dit moment zijn er volgens de SVB 231.000 mensen met een onvolledig pensioen. Door het 
toenemende aantal Nederlanders dat tijdelijk naar het buitenland vertrekt om te studeren, te werken of 
van hun pensioen te genieten, stijgt dit de komende 14 jaar naar bijna 600.000. Maar ook buitenlanders 
die op latere leeftijd naar Nederland zijn gekomen hebben te maken met een AOW-gat. 

Problemen 

“Stel dat je een jaar of drie in het buitenland hebt gewerkt”, zegt Bijen. “Dan heb je na je 65e 6 procent 
minder AOW. Als je gewoon hebt gewerkt en een aanvullend pensioen hebt opgebouwd, of een eigen 
vermogen hebt, dan is dit enigszins te overzien”. 

Bijen vertelt dat mensen voomamelijk in de problemen zullen komen wanneer zij alleen AOW krijgen. 
Veel van deze mensen zullen daarom een beroep moeten doen op aanvullende bij stand. 

Voorkomen 

Het is beter om deze situatie te voorkomen, zegt Bijen. Nederlanders zijn niet dagelijks bezig met hun 
pensioen en zijn zich niet bewust zijn van dit AOW-gat. “Als pas op je 50ste gaat nadenken of je 
problemen hebt met je pensioenopbouw, dan is het eigenlijk al te laat.” 

Een van de oplossingen is het afsluiten van een verzekering. “Je kunt een lijfrentepolis afsluiten om het 
gat op te vangen. Maar je kunt je ook vrijwillig laten verzekeren bij de Sociale Verzekeringsbank.” 
Daarnaast pleit Bijen ervoor om goede afspraken te maken in het land waar je naar toe gaat. “Voor veel 
mensen zal gelden dat ze in een ander land ook pensioen zullen opbouwen.” 

Mocht je al te maken hebben met een AOW-gat, dan is het sinds kort mogelijk om na aankomst of 
terugkeer in Nederland AOW in te kopen. Dit kost echter een paar duizend euro per jaar dat je weg bent 
geweest. Voor buitenlanders die naar Nederland komen is dit wel een reele mogelijkheid, omdat de 
hoogte van de premie die bijbetaald moet worden doorgaans lager is. Dit gat moet echter wel binnen 
tien jaar na aankomst gedicht worden. 

Pensioenregister 

“De Sociale Verzekeringsbank wijst daarom alle Nederlanders die vertrekken of naar Nederland komen 
op de mogelijke gevolgen.” Daarnaast kan iedereen vanaf 1 januari 2011 zijn pensioen op internet 
bekijken. “Dit is een initiatief waar alle pensioenfondsen en verzekeraars aan meewerken. Mensen 
kunnen op deze site inloggen en hun pensioenaanspraken bekijken.”

A remarkable Story: 

Neerlandia has many members, 425 to be precise. 
Some have recently become members, others have 
been a member since Neerlandia’s beginning. 

This is the remarkable storey of one of our 
members. She is Mary Stewart - de Groot and she 

lives in Nannup WA. 

She was born in June 
1926 and very soon she 
will be 84 years old. 

She has been a 
Neerlandia member 
since our beginning 
and what is so 
remarkable, she has 
never seen nor set foot 
in our Clubhouse. 

But each year she not 
only pays her 
membership on time, 
but there is also a 
donation for Neerlandia included with her 
membership payment. 

I thought it appropriate to publish a part of her life 
history. (Editor) 

PRISONER OF WAR MARY STEWART 

At the age of thirteen, Mary de Groot (now Stewart) 
left her home in Holland to sail with her mother, 
two sisters and brother for Indonesia in October 
1939. The sea voyage took seven weeks and the 
family arrived in Indonesia at the end of November. 
Mary's father was a Corporal in the Dutch Navy and 
worked as a Submarine Engineer. He was stationed 
in Soerabaja and decided to take his family with him 
as they were provided with a house. 

During the next two years the family grew as 
another sister was bom and Mary recalls the 
wonderful time the family had in Indonesia. 

In March 1942 the Japanese invaded and Mary's 
family were forced out of their home and they relied 
on a family friend to house them as Mary's father 
was away fighting. 

The Japanese then called out certain letters of the 
alphabet and if one's last name started with that 
letter you were put on a train and taken away. Their 
nameletter was called and the train trip lasted a day. 
Once the train stopped they were forced to walk to 
an old convent. Many people fainted on the way as 
they suffered from diarrhea and malaria. The 
Japanese told them that there was plenty of food and 
water but in reality there was very little food. 

Mary was put to work in the garden from early 


morning until late at night. Her mother was made to 
peel yams. Mary's oldest sister was ill and spent 
two years in hospital, her brother and two younger 
sister's were too young to do anything. There was 
no privacy and everyone was forced to bathe 
together regardless of sex. At the age of 15, Mary's 
brother was taken away with the other young boys 
to another camp and the family had no contact with 
him. 

One thing that helped the family survive was 
Mary's ability to make shoes, which she exchanged 
for more food. 

All in all, Mary and her family were shifted through 
four camps and all of them had only wooden bunks 
with no mattresses and food was always scarce. 
Even at the end of the war the Dutch civilians were 
not safe. After the Japanese left they were still held 
prisoners by young Indonesians. 

The Ghurkhas finally freed them from the 
Indonesians. Mary and her family stayed in a camp 
before being moved to Batavia (Djakarta). 

They then boarded a Catalina Flying Boat (Crawley 
Baths), which took them to Australia. First stop was 
Adelaide, then Melbourne, from where they were 
taken by truck to a hotel and they could not believe 
their eyes, all the food and the shops. 

After a week they came to Perth and stayed at the 
Governor Broome Hotel. 

By this time the family had been reunited as both 
Mary's father and brother joined them in Perth. The 
hotel was home to a lot of ex-servicemen and in 
March Mary met her future husband, Doug Stewart 
and they married in August 1946. 

Mary's father returned to Holland in June 1946 and 
her mother stayed for her wedding to Doug before 
returning to Holland in September 1946 with her 
brother and two younger sisters. 

Mary's oldest sister also married an Australian and 

did not return to 
Holland. 

Doug and Mary 
settled in 
Nannup and 
lived there 
peacefully, far 
away from the 
horror of war 
and enjoy their 
family and 
friends. 

However, the war memories remain forever.

WASSENAAR 


Wassenaar is situated north of The Hague / Scheveningen and to the 
south west of Leiden. It is known as one of the most beautiful 
villages of the Dutch North Sea shore area. The coastline of 
Wassenaar is over 8 kilometres long and covers an area of 62.5 
square kilometres. Inhabitants of Wassenaar are called 
Wassenaarders. Wassenaar has approx. 26,000 inhabitants and 
approx. 3,400 inhabitants have a different nationality than the Dutch. 
The pleasant village centre of Wassenaar is surrounded by dunes, 
wooded areas, estates and residences. The town has a green and rustic 
character and hardly has any industry. 



HISTORY 

Wassenaar is a town is that fairly spread out and it is located along the dunes of 
South Holland. The village of Wassenaar remained small for centuries, however, 
the coastal land between The Hague and Wassenaar was sought after by the rich of 
The Hague, who were looking for locations to build their villas. Places like 
Clingendael and Duinrell were created by these people in the seventeenth century. 
Around 1795 Wassenaar had no fewer than 26 of these places. It’s little wonder 
that this town is a favourite place for the rich. 

It is known that a 12th century 

One of the many beautiful Romanesque church in Wassenaar is 
v ^ as situated on the spot where the 

Northumbrian missionary Willibrord once landed in the Netherlands; the 
high dunes to the west were not formed until later. Wassenaar long remained 
an unremarkable little town, known only as the home of the “House of 
Wassenaer”. It only began to gain notoriety in the 19th century when Louis 
Bonaparte ordered the construction of the Heerweg (’’Lord Road”) between 
The Hague and Leiden, which forms the current Rijksstraatweg. 

In approximately 1840, Prince Frederik built the De Paauw Palace. This 
building is now the Wassenaar’s Raadhuis. (Town Hall) 

From the beginning of the twentieth century Wassenaar attracted thousands 
of new residents, because of the death of some large landowners, which caused some large pieces of land to become 
available. 

A historically important transition is maintained between the buildings around the village church and Berkhei. The 
Berkhei is a remnant of the western beach area and apart from occasional planting, Sophiekehuis still has its 
characteristic structure. This structure, with small characteristics of the old buildings, is still strongly identified and 
therefore included in the current protected village picture. 

The American World War II and Korean War general Haywood Hansell, who helped plan the Allied bombing 
offensive against both Germany and Japan, lived in Wassenaar in retirement from 1957 to 1966.

THE WASSENAAR ARRANGEMENT 



The Wassenaar Arrangement, formally established in July 1996, is a voluntary 
export control regime whose 40 members exchange information on transfers of 
conventional weapons and dual-use goods and technologies. Through such 
exchanges, Wassenaar aims to promote ’’greater responsibility” among its 
members in the exports of weapons and dual-use goods and to prevent 
’’destabilizing accumulations.” Unlike its predecessor, the Cold War-era 
Coordinating Committee for Multilateral Export Controls (COCOM), which 
was created to restrict exports to the former Soviet Union and Eastern bloc, 
Wassenaar is not targeted at any region or group of states, but rather at ’’states 
of concern” to members. Wassenaar members also lack veto authority over 
other member's proposed exports, a power that COCOM members exercised. 

To promote transparency, Wassenaar calls on states to make a series of voluntary information exchanges and 
notifications on their export activities, related to weapons and items appearing on the arrangement's two control lists.

Every six months, members exchange information on deliveries of conventional arms to non-Wassenaar members 
that fall under eight broad weapon categories: battle tanks, armoured combat vehicles (ACVs), large calibre artillery, 
military aircraft/unmanned aerial vehicles, military and attack helicopters, warships, missiles or missile systems and 
small arms and light weapons. Members added the final category in December 2003 after years of debate. The ACV, 
aircraft, and helicopter categories include models designed to perform reconnaissance or conduct command of troops 
missions 


GREEN OASIS 

With The Hague, Leiden and Leidschenhage near by, the village of Wassenaar is more 
attractive by its small scale and rural character. The size, nature and appearance of the 
facilities and shops in the village are good in relation to the village as a whole. In the 
centre of Wassenaar there are many retail stores and catering venues located. Also the 
residential function is strongly present in and around the centre. 

Around Wassenaar there are many other shopping centres, which is attractive for the 
people of Wassenaar because of the location, accessibility, and parking places. 

The centre of Wassenaar also attracts people that live ouside of Wassenaar, for whom 
like the historical atmosphere of the centre. In comparison with other centres, the shops 
in Wassenaar are relatively small independent retailers and less subsidiary companies. 
The city centre contains historical buildings and smaller retail units.

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The Netherlands at risk 


We never had it so good. 

The 'Republic of the Seven United Provinces' actually 
started with the 'Unie van Utrecht' on the 23rd January 
1579, thereby unifying the Northern Provinces of The 
Netherlands against the rule of the Spanish monarchy. 
The original signatories were Holland, Zeeland, part of 
Utrecht and the province of Groningen, but not the city. 
Not long afterwards followed by most of Gelderland, the 
city of Groningen, Overijssel, Drenthe and part of 
Vlaanderen with Antwerpen, Brussel, Mechelen and 
Ghent included. Through this 'Unie' it was agreed to 
form a common army under central command, the 
central government to undertake treaties with other 
powers, while each of the associated provinces could 
keep their own privileges, coins, weights and measures; 
in other words the Republic should not take over the 
sovereignty from each of the independent participants. 
The 12 year 'Non Aggression Agreement' (1609-1621) 
signed with Spain on the 9th of April gave the young 
rebellious Republic the time to cement its power base 
and expand it's trading potential into a mighty respected 
and feared world power. It actually was a victory over 
the Spanish, who agreed to leave the Provinces at peace; 
they granted the Dutch 'Free Lands, Provinces and States 
against whom they make no claim for the duration of the 
Truth'. In return the Dutch gave up no land and nothing 
was mentioned to halt their attacks on the Spanish 
colonial settlements and their trade vessels. 

It is really amazing how the Republic did so well in so 
short a period. In the signed Agreement of the Unie it 
was stated that a central taxation system was to be put in 
place, but in reality this was at last put in place in the 
year 1806 during the French occupation of the so called 
'Batavian Republic' (1795-1813). In effect the Republic 
was a federation of a group of sovereign states with 
privileges as mentioned earlier on. The central 
government functioned throughout for a good part on 
monies borrowed from eager investors. Also many wars 
were fought during it's existence, like with France from 
1672 off and on for nearly 40 years and not to forget 3 
wars with England over the supremacy on the oceans 
during 1652-1674. Towards the year 1600 the Dutch 
standing armies were the most advanced and well trained 
in Europe and second only to the Spanish army. During 
the same period the national fleet grew in size in tandem 
with the army and during the 1600 period developed into 
a major world power. The founding of the Vereenigde 
Oost Indiesche Compagnie (VOC) in 1602 by order of 
Raadspensionaris Johan van Oldebarnevelt was a major 
boost to Dutch prosperity, followed by the newly formed 
West Indiesche Compagnie (WIC) in 1621. It should not 
be overlooked however that already in medieval times, 
trade with the Baltic region under the banner of the 
Hanseatic League brought already prosperity to the 
lower lands, which in the course of time helped to shape 
the Dutch into a world power. 

After the Unie van Utrecht came in place, the well 


trained Spanish armies in 1585, lead by the Duke of 
Parma managed to re-gain the cities of Brussels, 
Mechelen and as well as the most important one 
Antwerpen. This military action caused a massive 
exodus of merchants, bankers and trades people to the 
northern provinces. Speaking the same language made 
this transfer a lot more attractive for all concerned. 
Especially those merchants from Antwerp were heavily 
involved in the way of shipping and the manufacture of 
goods in big quantities. It is estimated that up to 150.000 
people left Antwerp to settle in the Republic. On top of 
this, around 35.000 protestants, the so called Huguenots, 
were fleeing north after Louis XIV cancelled the Edict of 
Nantes (under which they were protected) in 1598. These 
upheavals combined brought a massive influx of talent 
and capital into the Republic. 

And so as the years were adding up in the 1600 period, 
the upper crust in the Republic was growing powerful 
and wealthy beyond imagination. After the murder of 
Prince Willem van Oranje on the 10th of July 1584, his 
son Stadtholder Prince Mauritz proved to be a top 
military strategist who managed to reduce the Spanish 
control of the Netherlands. This together with the 
massive influx of talent and capital, rapidly transformed 
these enterprising Dutch into the most powerful people 
on earth. The big advantage the Dutch had over their 
competitors was, that they were living where the three 
great and important rivers in Europe were coming 
together and flowing into the sea; naming the Rhine, the 
Scheldt and the Maas. Transport and general travel on 
land in these days was often hazardous and cumbersome 
because of rough roads which were frequently also 
subject to attack by brigands. The ships were carrying all 
of the goods for transport, and then transshipped to 
overseas destinations. As of old, the area where the 
Dutch had settled, became a basis for the establishment 
of a great variety of industry. 

The VOC hereby was a major contributor. In their hi-day 

the company 
owned 150 trading 
vessels, 40 war¬ 
ships, employed 
20.000 sailors, had 
10.000 soldiers in 
service and close 
to 50.000 civilians 
were employed or directly dealing with it. In those heady 
days a dividend of 40% was not uncommon. Its shares 
were trading on the stock exchange in Amsterdam and 
were purchased by all who had the money to invest. In 
this time the population numbered one and a half million. 
All the happenings as recorded earlier were resulting in a 
building boom. To house all these new arrivals, many 
windmills were being built to saw timber for housing, for 
the many ships needed, as well as for windmills erected 
to produce a great variety of products like paint, oil, flour 
for bread, mustard, cocoa, paper etc. and last not least for 
the hundreds of windmills required to do all this work. 
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The Netherlands at risk 



As most of Holland 
was swampy and 
under sea-level, 
dikes were built 
and lakes being 
drained by wind 
power to create 
more land needed 
for agriculture. And 
so the Zaanstreek grew into the first industrial area on 
earth during the 17th century with over 1000 wind-mills 
in operation, 364 of which were sawing timber. The 
great number of saw-mills so close to Amsterdam was 
the result of the Hand-Log-Sawyers Gild, controlling 
wages and working times of the log-sawyers in the city 
and around. The Zaan area was outside the Gild's control 
and so the wages and working times for the workers 
developed according to the supply and demand system. 
The ship building yards in Amsterdam could not 
compete anymore against the Zaan yards who could 
work without any restrictions from controlling trade- 
gilds and in the year 1670 a total of 65 ship-building 
yards were operating there. Records show that in the year 
1697 some 78 'Groenland Vaarders' left the Zaan sailing 
out to catch whales. A daily average of 14 hours were 
worked in a 6-day week, but for the wind-mills other 
rules applied. With a good consistent wind, up to 20 hour 
days were the rule. When no wind was blowing, or 
storms made it too dangerous for the mills to operate, the 
mills were at a standstill and the workers earned nothing. 
Therefore when a favourable wind was blowing, working 
days of 20 hours or just round-the-clock work were not 
uncommon. At night the mills inside were lit by oil 
lamps whereby the confined area made work often 
hazardous. The interior was dusty, the wings silently 
swishing around with great force, creating an eerie 
atmosphere and often causing the whole structure to 
tremble or shake in the case of the log-sawyers. One has 
to be there to experience the power of those heavy 
rolling stones grinding flower, the impact of those heavy 
stampers pounding cakes for cattle into shape, or the 
force of those heavy saws moving up and down cutting 
through logs and added to this all the regular heavy 
swish of a wing hurtling past. I worked for a short time 
in one of these wind-powered saw-mills in wartime, 
when I had to hide from the Germans. The wages earned 
were often not enough to sustain a family, so from an 
early age the children had to work as well. Mum often 
contributed with sewing or cleaning for her betters or if 
possible was employed to make fishing nets or rope 
making or work in other industries outside gild control. 
Life for the sailor and his family was not all that easy 
either. Especially for the women, life was tough. Their 
husbands were often away for half a year or longer when 
sailing to the Far East and they had to make do with 
whatever money they had and with family support if any. 
Together with fishing crews, all sailor lives were often in 
danger, especially when adjusting sails in rough weather 


or washing over-board in a heavy storm. For the workers 
in those days there was no insurance against accidents, 
being ill, or a pension system when without work. It was 
to be expected that loss of life through accidents or 
sickness on the Far-East journey could run up to a 
quarter of the ship's crew total and no insurance against 
this either. It was not surprising that women at times 
resorted to prostitution in order to survive, especially in 
the harbour places. Only highly prized workers families 
could expect some gratuitous compensation from their 
employer. 

Throughout the whole of our history, inflation has been 
with us. The Romans in their day faced inflation and 
dealt with it by reducing the silver or gold content of 
their coins. Research has shown that inflation in the 
Republic however was not a great factor. During a 
hundred year time-slot from 1600 till 1700, inflation 
reduced the value of the currency by close to 3%, which 
according to our present day standard is very low. Prices 
for the various goods fluctuated at times though, 
according to the law of demand and supply. 

What made life more bearable was the end of the 
hostilities with King Philip II of Spain, who out of sheer 
economic necessity had to stop trying to subdue those 
heretics in that watery country they called the 'Republic 
of the Seven United Provinces'. That happened at the 
Peace negotiations finalised in Munster in the year 1648. 
Just think of what these sturdy Dutch had to cope with 
during all those 80 years of warfare for their 
independence. Numerous sea-battles were fought under, 
to name a few of the most popular Admirals, Tromp, Piet 
Heyn and Michiel de Ruyter. Then also all those 
engagements on land, beginning with the 'Slag bij 

Heiligerlee' on 23 May 1568, 
from which the 80-year war 
is counted, followed by some 
major events, such as the loss 
and rape of Haarlem on 27 
May 1572, then the 'Victory 
of Alkmaar' on 8 October 
1573, followed by ’Leiden's 
Ontzet' on 2 October 1574. 
The 'Slag op de Mokerheide 
on 14 April 1574 was lost 
and cost the lives of the 
Counts Lodewijk and 
Hendrik van Nassau. Then 

came the famous capture of Breda on 25 February 1590 
with help of the 'Turfschip' followed by the well known 
'Slag bij Nieuwpoort' on 2 July 1600 where Prince 
Mauritz lead his army to victory. 

With this I am ending this great story of Holland's Glory, 
made possible by the efforts and sacrifices of the 
common people, of whom many did not always 
participate in the great rewards of the country's 
prosperity and suffering instead misery and deprivation.
